NEW 'PERMISSIVE 1 
TYPE OF TRAINING 
O.K.'d BY GRANDMA

Grandma has known, from the 
start that she has been right 
about what should be done for 
that new grandchild. But she 
has had a tough row to hoe 
:onsiderlng the opposition en­ 

countered from the parents and 
the experts on child training.

Today, Grandma no doubt 
smiles slyly when she reads 
about the new "permissive" type. 
if child training recommended 

by the leading pediatricians and 
psychiatrists In the country.

For Instance, Dr. Benjamin 
Spock, famous psychiatric pedia­ 
trician of the Mayo Foundation, 
says that a baby should not be 
forced Into a set schedule which 
may not meet his Individual 
needs thereby making the most 
Important event in his early life 
a time of struggle and conflict. 
When Grandmother said the 
same thing she waa regarded 
as an old fogy.

When Grandma Is accused of 
"spoiling" the baby she can now 
refer to the statement of Dr. 
Spock that the very young baby

jneeds affection of the exagge 
rated "doting" type  or the at 
fectlon will not register. If It Is 
denied, he says, It will actually 
affect the baby's physical devel­ 
opment.

Latest thought on care of the 
newborn Is that the baby should 
be permitted to stay In the 
room with the 'mother. Grand­ 
mother has always taken this 
for granted but today the Idea 
Is hailed as the "new rooming- 
In" plan.

Some psychiatrists even go 10 
far as to say that the mother 
should rely upon her common 
sense and natural judgement In 
preference to strict dependence 
on latest child guidance publi­ 
cations. Grandma at last sees 
eye to eye with the pediatrician!

Children expect things of 
parents, too. They like to say 
with pride, "that's my father 
going up the street."
